Black co-workers tired of 
being mistaken for each other 


DEAR HARRIETTE: I am an 
African American woman 
working in a largely white 
corporate institution. There 
are only two black women 
in my division of about 50 
employees. She and I look 
nothing alike. Specifical- 
ly, I am tall, with dark skin 
and short 
hair; she is at 
least 6 inches 
shorter than 
me, with light 
skin and long 
hair. And yet, 
regularly, 
co-workers 
mistake us 
for each oth- 
er. It is bla- 
tantly racist 
to me. They 
don’t make that mistake 
with one another, even when 
they may be referring to two 
blonds of similar height and 
stature. I don’t get it, and it’s 
so annoying. What can I do 
to be seen in my company? 
— Invisible 

DEAR INVISIBLE: Your job 
is to educate your co-work- 
ers — to the best of your abil- 
ity — without a chip on your 
shoulder. It doesn’t make 
sense that people who work 
directly with you would not 
be able to discern who is 
who, especially if there are 
only two black women on 
the team. 

Before you present to your 
group, start by introduc- 
ing yourself. Literally say, 
“I am (fill in your name).” 
Follow that with your pre- 
sentation. If you do that ev- 
ery time you speak, chances 
are, someone will ask you 
why you are introducing 
yourself to a group of peo- 
ple who know you. That’s 
when you can point out that 
they often call you by your 
colleague’s name. In the in- 
terest of clarity, you want to 
be certain that they know 
who they are talking to. If 
they scoff or say that’s ri- 
diculous, that’s your chance 
to agree and point out that it 
should be obvious that you 
are two different people, 
but given how often your 
identities are mistaken, you 
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felt it necessary to reintro- 
duce yourself each time you 
speak. 

DEAR HARRIETTE: One of 
the things that seems to be 
recommended during this 
health scare with the coro- 
navirus is to use hand sani- 
tizers. My husband has long 
believed that these products 
are ineffective, and he is op- 
posed to us using them. We 
have two children. I don’t 
want to go against my hus- 
band, but I do want to pro- 
tect my children. What do 
you recommend? — Keeping 
Clean 

DEAR KEEPING CLEAN: The 
formal recommendation 
is for everyone is to wash 
their hands regularly and 
thoroughly with soap and 
water. Actual soap is the 
best way to keep your hands 
clean. Hand sanitizer with 
at least 60 percent alcohol 
content is recommended 


for times when you cannot 
wash your hands with soap. 
The high concentration of 
alcohol is important. That 
is something to share with 
your husband and to be sure 
to provide for your children 
as backup. 

To honor your husband’s 
belief, which is wise, is to 
be vigilant as a family about 
handwashing. Teach your 
children so that they can see 
what it looks like. Remind 
them not to touch their fac- 
es with their hands or touch 
others as they go about their 
day. This is not easy to do, 
but it’s important during this 
tense period.

In response to a Plain Dealer 
in February, Andrea Zwiebel,

Artists are 
also asked to download an 
Artist Toolkit, one for each 
county, to study the county’s 
unique story, research the 
wall location specifications 
and submit up to two con- 
cepts that resonate with the 
county’s past, present and 
future. 

Make It Your Own Mural 
Fest is also searching for vol- 
unteers for the Mentorship 
Program. Students, emerging 
artists and veteran artists are 
invited to apply for the Men- 


torship Program, a training 
component of Make It Your 
Own Mural Fest. The Men- 
torship Program will provide 
hands-on learning and valu- 
able experience in installing a 
large-scale mural project. Up 
to five individuals per county 
will be selected as a volunteer 
and will work directly under 
the guidance of the selected 
muralist to install a mural in 
one of Northeast Indiana’s 11 
counties. 

Once applications are sub- 
mitted, organizers will co- 
ordinate the artistic jury se- 
lection process. The jury is 
made up of appointed artists 
and experts selected by Mural 
Fest organizations and county 
representatives. The jury is 
responsible for selecting the 
individuals for the Artist and 
Mentorship Programs. Artists 
will be announced in summer 
2020. 

“Make It Your Own Mural 
Fest is an innovative, creative 
activation of the Make It Your 
Own brand intended to en- 
hance the region’s efforts to 
drive talent attraction, talent 
retention and tourism. The 
regional mural festival con- 
cept, the first of its kind in the 
state, will build on the quality 
of place efforts accelerated by 
the Regional Cities Initiative, 


growing regional pride and 
garnering significant atten- 
tion and exposure nationally,” 
stated Virag. 

Over 11 days, regional, na- 
tional and international artists 
will create 11 high-quality 
murals — one in each of the 
11 counties of Northeast In- 
diana. The murals will all be 
unveiled on the same day, 
with celebrations and events 
taking place all over the re- 
gion throughout the festival 
to recognize the artists and 
the communities.

Influenza struck for a second 
time here just over a century ago 


ust when it appeared 
that the great influenza 
epidemic of 1918-1919 had 
peaked here,

schools in 
different 
parts of 

the county 
closed when the flu hit stu- 
dents and teachers alike. 

Medications of the day 
had little, if any, the effect 
on easing the illness, and 
vaccines were still in 
the distant future. There 
were no antiviral drugs to 
combat the flu itself, and 
there were no antibiotics 
to use against secondary 
illnesses. 

In January 1919, flu pa- 
tients occupied every bed 
at Park Hospital on West 
Hill Street. In some homes, 
every member of the fam- 
ily was bedfast because of 
the illness. 

There was general 


agreement among physi- 
cians that the flu tended to 
spread when large num- 
bers of people gathered in 
confined spaces, and so 
authorities here reinstated 
bans on many public gath- 
erings. Dr. J. T. Bigger- 
staff, who was the county 
health officer, specifically 
vetoed dances that had 
been scheduled by a couple 
of Wabash lodges. Wabash 
High School’s brief basket- 
ball season had just ended, 
so fans were spared of ban 
on the games. 

Dr. Biggerstaff, on advice 
from health officials in 
Indianapolis, also dis- 
couraged large gatherings 
at funerals as well as at 
social events of all kinds, 
and he urged preachers to 
consider canceling church 
services, just as they had in 
1918 when the first wave 
of influenza swept over 
Wabash County. 

As you might expect, 
literally hundreds of 
ideas on how to combat 
the epidemic came from 
the general public. Some 
wrote directly to the US

Public Health Service, but 
others penned letters to the 
editors of newspapers. 

One person observed that 
the government was pro- 
viding funds for combating 
flu, and so he was willing 
to provide his “guaranteed 
cure” to the world “for a 
reasonable sum.” Neither 
the remedy nor the price 
was mentioned, however. 

A doctor who had prac- 
ticed in Atlanta for 40 
years wrote that prevention 
could be had simply by 
sprinkling a dab of sulfur 
in each shoe each morning. 
The physician claimed he 
had successfully employed 
the same formula decades 
before in the fight against 
yellow fever. 

Another suggestion was 
to add a “dime’s worth” 
of asafetida, a foul-smell- 
ing resin, to a half-pint of 
brandy. A teaspoon of the 
concoction was to be ad- 
ministered every couple of 
hours until the patient was 
well. “I gave my baby one- 
fourth teaspoon with good 
results,” said the writer. 

A physician in Missouri 


said he would “furnish a 
remedy for the nominal 
price of $4.50 for each 
patient, or I will accept a 
surgeon general’s commis- 
sion and pay in return for 
my service in the Army.” 

Still another “cure” was 
promised by a writer who 
said that all flu victims 
would recover if they elim- 
inated white bread, rice, 
coffee and tea from their 
diets. 

It’s very difficult to 
estimate with any preci- 
sion how many people in 
Wabash County died of 
the flu. There are estimates 
that the illness killed as 
many as 675,000 Ameri- 
cans before the epidemic 
finally ended in the sum- 
mer of 1919.
